► Odometer

last reset. Trip meters A and B can be used to record and display differ¬ 
ent distances independently.

To reduce glare or reflection of the instrument cluster, the cluster glass is 
tinted automatically or manually. You can select a setting from 7 modes.

To change the mode, press the but¬ 
ton once and then again within 6 
seconds. 

Each time you press the button, the 
mode changes in the following 
order; 

1. “AUTO-Norm” 

2. “AUTO - Lo”

A NOTICE 

n To prevent damage to the engine and its components 

1 The engine may be overheating if the engine coolant temperature gauge is in the 
red zone (“H”). In this case, immediately stop the vehicle in a safe place. Check 
the engine after it has cooled completely. (~^P. 552) 

1 Do not let the indicator needle of the tachometer enter the red zone, which indi¬ 
cates the maximum engine speed. 

n To activate the light sensitivity function properly 

Do not affix a sticker or window tint to the rear window glass, or put an object 

behind the rear seat.

A notice 

n The multi-information display at low temperatures 

Allow the interior of the vehicle to warm up before using the liquid crystal informa¬ 
tion display. At extremely low temperatures, the information display monitor may 
respond slowly, and display changes may be delayed. 
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
